At the conference, 
bills are presented and 
debated in the House and 
Senate chambers. Press 
members interview delegates 
and issue several newspapers. 
Lobbyists rally support

After defeating

King in the morning, the team 
went up against MBA. 

Having beaten MBA easily 
last year, Harpeth Hall had 
high hopes of repeating their 
victory. The round was tough, 
and both sides admitted the 
decision could go either way. 
The team competed against 
University School of Nashville 
in the fourth round and then 
prepared to hear the judges’ 
decision. Harpeth Hall came 
in second, with MBA taking 


the championship. When the 
scoresheets were obtained 
several days later, the 
Harpeth Hall team members 
noted with disappointment 
that they had lost by only 
two points of a possible 300. 

From the satisfac¬ 
tion of hard work to the 
satisfaction of “spying” on 
the competition in the 
courthouse bathrooms, the
